There seems to be some difference of opin- 
; 
Ion as to how good a loan risk Finland is at the 
moment.

, .Practically ev ery one concedes that any money 
; 
lent to the stalwart little republic will be re­ 
paid—if Finland wins its war with Russia. If 
if doesn’t, there won’t be any Finland, and 
Russia is not likely to assume any obligations 
undertaken by the Finns. 
So the question the United States gov ernment 
m d priv ate bankers are try ing to answer now 
Is, simply , “ Will Finland with the war?” 
J esse H. J ones, federal loan administrator, 
believ es Finland is a good risk, but ev en he is 
willing to concede that the question must be re- 
ippraised from day to day . 
New York bankers, realists in the world of 
finance, declare flatly that not only would a 
lo« n to Finland to be a v ery shaky v enture, but 
that loans to any of the Scandinav ian countries 
could scarcely be considered in terms of a 
sound banking inv estment under present cir­ 
cumstances.

Mr. J ones appeared before the House Bank- 
ing apd Currency committee recently to sup­ 
port the Finnish Aid bill, which would au­ 
thorize ex tension of loans from 
$100,000,000 
to $200,000,000 
for the Ex port-Import bank. 
Primary objectiv e of the bill is to grant Fin­ 
land an additional loan of $20,000,000 with a 
similar sum earmarked for China. A $10,000,000 
credit was adv anced to Finland in December. 
Mr. J ones said he felt the Finns would be 
v ictorious. He asked members of the House 
Committee to bear in mind that the Finns had 
an almost unique reputation among nations of 
the world for pay ing their bill. He felt that 
Finland would be a good risk “ as long as she is 
still fighting in the field with a good chance to 
win.”

New York bankers meanwhile turned thumbs 
down on any Scandinav ian loan. Informally , 
they hav e indicated they w^ould not risk de­ 
positors’ funds in a defense undertaking as 
precarious as that which all of Scandinav ia 
faces. Financial help, they said, must come from 
the United States gov ernment and from pri­ 
v ate indiv iduals sy mpathetic with the demo­ 
cratic cause. 
Bankers cannot be blamed for wanting to
